B* E. Smith, Sr., and Mrs. Smithy 
was elected Mayor of the Town 
of Marlinton, Tuesday, in a three- 
way race. Smith* whose father at 
one time was also Mayor, nosed 
out John W. Moses, the incum¬ 
bent, by a vote of 121 to 9S* The 
third candidate, Robert Miller* 
polled 59 votes. Miller allowed 
his name to be placed at the head 
of the Citizens Ticket at a late 
hour after the regular nominee, 
Frank E. Johnson decided to run 
for reelection to the Council in¬ 
stead. 

Last minute changes in the 
ballot saw the names of Frank E. 
Johnson and Neil McKissic placed 
on second tickets. Johnson was 
placed on the Citizens Ticket i* 
place of Percy Moses and McKis- 
sic went on the Active ticket in 
place of a vacancy. According to 
report these late changes not only 
made the -Official” ballot differ¬ 
ent than that published in the 
local papers, it also necessitated 
reprinting the ballots.
